AYilkins, of Ohio, has introduced in 


the Honse a resolution declaring that it 
is the sense of Congress that the duty on 
wool should not be reduced. The object 
is te finally dispose of Morrison's mis- 
chievous tinkering of the tariff so far as 
that article is concerned. Mr. Wiltons 
claims that the wool business is unset- 
tled because buyers are holding back in 
the expectation thnt Morrison's suicidal 
design of putting wool on the free list 
may bo accomplished, and ha wants the 
matter brought to a head at once. 


It is a good idea to force this question 


into piominence. Under the cover of a 
general tariff reduction the duty on wool 
might be struck off and cunning Con- 
gressmea might explain that they did 
not understand the import of tbe meas- 
ure to which they gave their support. 
But if they are confronted squarely with 
tbe issue of reducing the duty on wool, 
their cleverness will avail them nothing. 
They will have to vote "aye" or "no," 
and their constituents will art accord- 
ingly > 
The question is a very simple one. 


Owing to the stimulus of our protection 
laws the wool product has grown from 
60 000.000 pounds in 1860 to 308,000,000 
pounds in 1885. Th» free traders do 
not deny that this a (act. They simply 
urge that because wool can be grown 
cheaper in some portions of South Amer- 
ica and in Australia we should not try 
to compete with theae sections. The 
protectionist on the other hand asserts 
that by keeping the honae market to 
ourselves we are able to produce an im- 
mense quautity of wool and thus give 
employment to a large number of peo- 
ple—shepherds, cleaners, factors, etc. 
If Morrison's scheme prevails, it is ex- 
tremely probable that the wool industry, 
which has been steadily expanding since 
1861, will receive » serious blow and 
soon dwindle to its old proportions. 


The people of California are greatly 


interested 
in 
defeating Morrison's 


scheme. In 1885 the wool product of 
the State exceeded 38,000,000 pounds, 
and in some years it has boen as great 
as 55,000,000 pounds. Free wool wonld 
mean Ihe practical abandonment of sheep 
raising in tbe State. The first conse- 
quence of such a result would be to 
throw out of employment a large num- 
ber of men, and the next would be the 
enhancement of tbe cost of mutton to 
consumers. That kind of meat is ex- 
ceptionally cheap in California at pres- 
ent, owing to the prevalence of large 
flocks of uhetp, but when it is no longer 
profitable to raise sheep for wool the 
butchers will sing another tune. These 
are facts which our Congressmen under- 
stand, and they can be depended upon 
to vote against Morrison's scheme every 
time. 


An Etwlnt «T the Bwtrlctl«> Act. 


The Carton Tribune wisely s»ye: 
This ha» been the motto oi the peo- 


ple of Beno ever since the town slatted 
up. ID 1868, when the railroad was in 
cenrseof construction, the wholeplateau 
on which tbe thriving town now stands 
WM nanghl'trat scanty sagebrush, rook 
and boulders, bnt within ten jean from 
that time alfalfa had taken the place ot 
sagebrush and well built houses ap- 
peared on every band, and ever since 
that time concerted efforts has been used 
on every occasion. 
Whenever any 


movement was mude that was likely to 
benefit the town or county the cash has 
been invariably forthcoming, hence the 
present prosperity of the Biverside bnrg.1 


Now turn to Carson and think of how 


much it might have been ahead of Beno 
in every respect had its citizens ex- 
hibited a proper amount of energy and 
persistency, and it will be found that 
with the exception of a few live men, 
those who have made the most in busi- 
ness have stood supinely by and per- 
mitted others to secure prizes we might 
have had, notably the State University 
and Insane Asylum. 


Let a man or set of men discover a 


mineral bearing ledge and whera are the 
men of means to help them in their 
•earoh? Echo answers where? There 
is such •« opportunity of making money 
by the erection of a flouring mill aa can- 
not be found in tbe State and by its 
means farmers wonld be induced to raise 
thousands of bushels of wheat where 
they now raise hundreds, and all the 
money therefor would be kept in this 
part of th« State, tbat now goes to Eeno 
and California. Where sagebrush reigns 
over thousands of acres the golden grain 
would gladden the sight uf all, and not 
an inch of waste land would ba seen in 
our valleys, but no such idea as pull 
together has ever taken possession of 
the minds of moneyed men of Canon. 


If by any mischance the V. 4 T. rail- 


road should be stopped running, and all 
its dependencies, such as lumber, log- 
ging ana1 finmmg stopped what would 
Carson be, and where in a year or two 
wonld the Capitol and State Prison ba 
located? 


A new era of prosperity seems to be 


dawning on Onnsby county, and it is 
earnestly to be hoped tbat unity of 
action will prevail, and that none of the 
old-time j»aloosies will be permitted to 
exist, bnt, as they at sea, let there be a 
long pull, a strong pull and pull al- 
together. Among our business men are 
generous, wide-awake gentlemen, and 
that class, although it may be claimed 
are working for self-interast, must surely 
benefit the whole community, for what 
makes business for on* does, to a cer- 
tain extent, for all, and he who erects 
one valuable building or starts any en- 
terprise that gives employment to 
laborers is in so much a benefactor to 
the community in which he lives. 


Acting Secretary ot the Treasury Fair- 


child has made a ruling on the Chinese 
Restriction Act which throws open the 
doors wider than any other interpreta- 
tion of the law or previous order from 
tbe Treasury Department. He has in- 
structed the Collector at Norfolk to al- 
low the lauding of a Chinese seaman 
named Ah Foy, who was on the Ameri- 
can schooner, Frank M. Thsyer, which 
wag wrecked in the South Atlantic some 
months ago. He was sent to Norfolk 
by the United States Consul at Barba- 
does. The Acting Secretary holds that 
there is nothing in tbe Chinese Restric- 
tion Act to prevent the temporary land- 
ing of Chinese seaman in tbe ordinary 
pursuit of their calling. If this ruling 
is to eland, the sailors that man the Pa- 
cific Mail vessels can land, temporarily 
in tbe ordinary pursuit of their calling. 
This ia tbe most serious and dangerous 
evasion of the law yet permitted.
